In sho rt to mo st o f the 
sensatio nal anno uncements in the 
the press o f startling new im­ 
pro vements in surgery bro ught 
abo ut by the war. may be applied 
the 
o ld 
and 
cynical 
surgical 
phrase—“Mo st o f what is true is 
no t new, and mo st o f what is new 
is no t true.” 
The mo st valuable lesso ns which 
have been applied in the present 
co nflict have been learned fro m the 
ex trao rdinary advance o f indus­ 
trial surgery between Wo rld War 
I and Wo rld War II. And that im­ 
pro vement has mo stly been a mat­ 
ter o f o rganizatio n. 
Industrial 
surgeo ns fo und that in any given 
plant devo ted to the manufactur­ 
ing o f a given pro duct, the chem­ 
ical and manufacturing pro ce­ 
dures invo lved will result in a per­ 
centage rate o f certain kinds o f 
accidents. 
Their surgical plants are espe­ 
cially set up with apparatus to 
treat the two o r three kinds o f 
accidents 
that 
ex perience 
has 
taught them are the o verwhelm­ 
ingly mo ?t co mmo n in their par­ 
ticular plant. This tie? in with 
the o ther great lesso n o f industrial 
surgery which is that the so o ner 
pro per surgery is applied to an 
accident the better the results. 
And they impro ve no t in arithmet­ 
ical, but in geo metrical ratio . 
No Substitute 
The mo tto fo r the army do cto r 
is—“There is no substitute fo r 
go o d surgery.” No trick metho d 
o r inventio n has elbo wed that o ut 
o f the picture. 
The three things that are new 
and are decided helps to reducing 
mo rtality and disability in this 
war are blo o d plasma, chemo ­ 
therapy (by which I mean the 
sulfa drugs and penicillin), and 
the immediate rapid and co mfo rt­ 


able metho ds o f transpo rting the 
wo unded to a base where repair 
surgery can be applied at the so o n­ 
est po ssible mo ment. 
A well kno wn surgeo n has given 
o ut the fo llo wing rules: 
Allho ugn it may no t be po ssible 
during rapid tro o p mo vements, ex ­ 
pert wo und care is mo re impo rtant 
than chemo therapy. 
The fo ur ho rsemen o f destruc­ 
tio n are: sho ck, haemo rrhage, in­ 
fectio n and pain. 
The pillars o f treatment are: 
go o d 
surgery, 
transfusio ns 
o f 
blo o d o r plasma, chemo therapy 
and rapid transpo rtatio n to the 
installatio n where pro per care can 
be administered. In battle the last 
includes air transpo rt planes. 
Five Greatest Disco veries 
The five greatest disco veries o f 
surgery are: asepsis, anaesthesia, 
chemo therapy, X-ray and trans­ 
fusio ns o f blo o d and plasma. 
Nature is a go o d physician, but 
a po o r surgeo n. 
A dermato lo gical friend o f mine 
was smiling so mewhat cynically at 
the news anno uncement o f the 
brand new paraffin bath treatment 
fo r fro stbit. During his co mbat 
ex perience in Wo rld War I he him­ 
self installed a paraffin bath ro o m 
fo r certain kinds o f wo unds at his 
base in Limo ges, France. It is 
g* o d stuff all right in the pro per 
kinds o f wo unds, but it is a little 
to ugh to tell a fello w who intro ­ 
duced it twenty-six years ago that 
it is a brand new disco very. 
Alo ng the same line? is the an­ 
no uncement 
fro m the 
Russian 
medical co rp? o f “anither develo p­ 
ment" in the repair o f severed 
nerves by splinting in a dead nerve 
between the two cut ends o f a sev­ 
ered nerve, and giving the nerves 
a path to gro w o ver and pro vide 
means o f regeneratio n. It is all 
right and wo rks in so me cases, but 
the Russians didn’t invent it, I 
saw such an o peratio n being per­ 
fo rmed in New Yo rk in 1917.

THERE ARE TWO general sys­ 
tems o f planting and training 
raspberries with which the Vic­ 
to ry gardener sho uld be familiar. 
One is the hertge-ro w system and 
the o ther o ne is kno wn as the hill 
system. 
In the hedge-ro w system, illus­ 
trated in the acco mpanying Gar- 
den-Graph, the plants are set in 
ro ws which are laid o ut abo ut 
seven feet apart. The plants are 
set two and o ne-half to three feet 
apart in the row. This system has 
the advantage o f pro viding the 
max imum number o f canes for a 
given area o f gro und. 
Many sucker plants are sent up 
in the hedge-ro w system and un­ 
less these are thoroughly elim­ 
inated the planting will soon be­ 


come a thicket and get out of 
hand. The width of the row, there­ 
fore, should be maintained at not 
more than one foot, with 
three or 
tour canes allowed to remain per 
running foot. 
In the hill sy stem, also illus­ 
trated, the plants are usually set 
fiv e by liv e feet apart each way , 
with a stake firmly set in the mid­ 
dle of each hill. Later, as sucker 
plants are sent up, the indiv idual 
hills are best confined to a space 
about lfi inches wide, with fiv e to 
eight of the strongest canes re­ 
maining. Tbs other plants must 
be cut outset© keep the hills with­ 
in bounds, or else the planting 
will become a hopeless thicket 
y ielding only small and inferior 
berries.
